The expenditure met out of Development (Plan) grants and Maintenance (non-Pian) 
grants towards purchases of Library books, journals and periodicals is being capital! ,ed 
to the extent of 100 per cent and 75 per cent respectively irrespective of the nature of the 
books/journals purchased. The Imphal unit of the Univeresity however did not capitalise 
any part of the expenditure on journals, periodicals met out of Maintenance (non-Plan) 
grants during the year 1979-80. The University is advised to adopt uniform practice for 
capitalisation in respect of Imphal Centre as well and rectify' the accounting procedure ia 
next years’ accounts.
